Tax Law Changes 


Mr. Charles A, Boswell, 
Alabama Commissioner 
of Revenue, has issued 
a call to all County Com- 
issioners and County Tax 
Assesors to Attend a spe-~ 
cial meeting in Montgom- 
ery on Tuesday, April 
25th, [The meeting is 
to “‘Bring them up todate 
on the Department’s pre- 
parations and get sugges- 
tions and assistance in 
carrying out the provi- 
sions of Act 160 of the 
recent special session of 
the Alabama Legislature 
and also to carry out the 
order of the Federal 
Court in the equalization 
of tax assessments.” 

Section 3 of Act 160 
States, ‘‘Each county go- 
verning body of this state 
through its respective tax 
assessor shall have the 
property of such county 
appraised at its fair and 
reasonable market value- 
which shall be the vasis 
of assessments for ad 
valorem taxes,”’ 

Section 4 of the acts 
says this will be comp- 
leted at the earliest dates 
possible but not later than 
two years from the pas- 


sage of the Act. 

The law alsostates that 
the county will pay the 
expenses of this work and 
that these funds will be 
paid BEFORE © other 
county agencies get their 
‘monies.

Working students may be 
exempt from Federal income 
tax withholding on theixy 
wages this year if they notify 
their employers, the Internal 
Revenue Service stated, 
Those who did not owe any 
tax last year and expect to 
owe none in the current year 
should so certify to their em- 
ployer, the IRS said, This 
would eliminate the need to 
file a tax return next year un- 
less there has been tax with- 
holding and the student 
wishes to recover it. 
Students who qualify for 
exemption from withholding 
should fill in and submit a 
Withholding Exemption Cer- 
tificate (Form W-4E) to their 
employer, the IRS said.

To Create New Jobs 


“If we hope to succeed in 
creating new jobs for young 
people during the years just 
ahead, the counry will have to 
find a great deal of new capi- 
tal somewhere,” Peter F. 
Drucker writes in the Read- 
er’s Digest. 

“This is particularly true 
of the jobs we will need the 
most—jobs for the highly ed- 
ucated people who are sup- 
posed to work with knowledge 
rather than with their hands. 
The greater the skill or 
knowledge demanded by a 
job, the greater the capital 
investment needed to make 
it possible, 

“For example, a computer 
operator can’t work without 
a computer. A doctor can’t 
function efficiently without a 
substantial investment in a 
nearby hospital...not to men- 
tion the costly equipment in 
his own office. A business ex- 
ecutive’s job depends on a 
going business...and anyone 
who has ever tried to start 
ever a small enterprise knows 
how much capital that eats 
up. 

“We cannot hope to get 
this new capital by drawing 
on fat in the economy—by 
‘reducing excess profits,’ as 
youthful rhetoric sometimes 
bids us to do, New capital can 
come from only two sources: 
savings and profit.”

Use of the Family Car By the Teen 

Here's a question that comes to each parent's mind often, 
“how often should a teen be given the privilege of using the 
family car?” There's no pat answer of course and your decision 
will probably be based on how reliable you find your teen to be, 
how safely he drives, how close he comes to coming home when 
he promises, etc, 

{f the young teen cooperates it might be well to allow him 
to drive the family car as frequently as it can be spared from 
regular family use, provided that proper insurance coverage 
is on the vehicle and the teen is specifically covered by the in- 
Surance, Since insurance rates are so high now, some parents 
make it a requirement that the teen earn the money to pay for 
the additional cost of covering him on the policy. The idea be- 
ing to teach him early in life that driving is a privilege and with 
it comes responsibilities, 

This office takes a fair and liberal view of teen drivers IF, . , 

1, The teen NEVER takes part in any form of racing 

on the public highways. 
. He NEVER drinks alcoholic beverages, 
. He does not overload the vehicle with too many pas- 
sengers, 
4. He does not make adjustments or modifications to 
the vehicle that cause it to be obnoxiously noisy. 
He NEVER allows anyone else to drive the vehicle 
without the knowledge of and expressed consent of 
: his parents, or the legal owner of the vehicle, BE- 
FORE so allowing. 

6. He always stays within the posted speed limit and 
otherwise follows closely all rules of the road... the 
rules he had to learn to obtain his driver's license, 

If your teen is one of those fortunate enough to be given the 
privilege of having “his own" car, (registered in the parent’s 
or guardian's name), rules should be fair and strict ! Until the 
teen reaches age 21 he must first of all understand that, while 
{| the car is referred to as “his car’ the legally registered owner 
| is responsible. Therefore, that person sets the rules which he 

MUST follow. If your teen has difficulty understanding this, or 

for some reason thinks he is not obligated to follow your rules, 

someone from this department will be happy to explain his 
driving privileges, and how they work to him courteously, and 
in no uncertain terms! 

It is suggested that teen violations of driving privilege rules 

be dealt with firmly and swiftly. Loss of driving privileges for 
a week or two will often be sufficient to bring your teen back to 
the right frame of mind about use of a vehicle. However, some- 
times longer periods of denial are necessary. It should be un- 
derstood by your teen, if you must take such action, that loss 
of driving privileges of the family car, or ‘this own car," also 
include loss of the right to drive ANY vehicle no matter who 
owns it. 

None of these guidelines are difficult to follow once the teen 

forms the habit. If your teen does become involved in a traffic 
, Violation or accident you will find it will be to his great advan- 
, tage if YOU display a respectful attitude toward the law en- 

forcement agency handling the problem. We find nothing makes 
» a teen more difficult to correct than a parent showing even the 

slightest belligerance toward the laws or those enforcing the 
} laws. 

We know you will want to cooperate in every way possible to 

make our streets and highways a place of Safety and enjoyment 
| for your youngsters as well as for those of your fellow parents. 

You may rest assured, any action this department must take 
against any teen driver will be with’ the thought in mind of help- 
ing him avoid more serious trouble: in the future,

War Powers Bill Is 
Encroachment On 


Constitutional Power 


When they were writing 
our Constitution almost 200 
years ago, the Founding 
Fathers deliberately, and I 
believe wisely, refrained 
from attempting to en- 
umerate every single po- 
wer to. be held by the 
President. Instead, they 
developed a broad scale 
of responsibilities with a 
fine balance of powers to 
be shared between the 
President and Congress, 

But for the past few 
weeks, the United States 
Senate has been engaged 
in debate on a bill which 
would destroy this extre- 
mely important balance on 
matters dealing with the 
Nation’s security and on 
foreign affairs, This bill 
seeks to limit the Presi- 
dent’s authority in war- 
making decisions to cer- 
tain specified situations, 
and then to only a 30-day 
period, 

Sponsors of the bill con- 
tend that their sole inter. 
est is in making certain 
that Congress shares with 
the President responsibili- 
ty for any decision that 
could involve the United 


\ 


States in war, But the so- 
called war-powers legisla- 
tion is so loosely drawn 
to pose definite dangers 
no only to our national se- 
curity but also to our very 
national existence. 

Nothing in the bill per- 
mits our forces to protect 
American citizens on the 
high seas, and although the 
bill does give the President 
authority to repel anarmed 
attack against American 
forces outside the country, 
it would seriously limit 
his ability to respond flex- 
ibly and speedily to emer- 
gencies, Thebill would de- 
prive the President--not 
just Mr. Nixon, but any 
President--from using the 
retaliatory powers of the 
United States as a deter- 
rent to threats of first- 
strike nuclear attacks ag- 
ainst us, 

But the most important 
objection that I have to the 
war-powers is that it 
would represent Congres- 
sional encroachment upon 
the Constitutional role of 
the President as Comman- 
der-in-Chief of our Armed 
Forces as set forth in the 


Constitution, 

Such legislation would 
set a destructive prece- 
dent, wholly without pur- 
pose, because the Consti- 
tution already gives Con- 
gress a forceful and ef. 
fective position in war- 
making decisions and for- 
eign policy making through 
its power over the Nation’s 
purse strings. Congress 
controls the size and st- 
rength of the armed forces 
which the President com- 
mands, and in effect, the 
use to which such forces 
can be put, 

Then, too I do not be. 
lieve that any President 
for many years to come 
will want to buck the strong 
force of public opinion by 
involving our country in an~ 
other Vietnam or allow 
America to slip gradually 
into a no-win war such as 
Vietnam has been, 

So, certainly as presen- 
tly drawn, I do not favor 
this bill seeking to limit 
the President’s Constitu- 
tional powers as Comm- 
aner-in-Chief of the Armed 
Forces,

viet Union, or the United 
States,’ 51% picked Com- 
munist China, while 22% 
chose the Soviet Union and 
only 6% thought the United 
States would be the greatest 
threat to world peace, In- 
cidentally, that 6% thought 
is apparently strongest 
among the college ed- 
‘cated, people between 18 
and 25 and liberal, 

So, Communist China, at 
least before President Nix- 
on's visit to the Chinese 
mainland, was clearly per- 
“eived to be the greatest 
threat on the world hor- 
izon, possibly a reason in 
some minds toteam up with 
Russia, But the matter 
does not rest there, Am- 
ericans applauded the 
President’s decision to vi- 
sit Mainland China, and a 
second look at the list of 
desified millitary allies 
shows a tug in the dir- 
ection of the Chinese main- 
land. According to the Ro-~ 
per Report, 17% of allAm- 
ericans see Communist 
China as an essentia} ally, 

And the results from 
my latest poll show 60,49, 
of those responding favor 
President Nixon's actions 
in trying to establish fri- 
endlier relations with Ma- 
inland China, 15,1% are 
undecided, and only 24,59, 
are Opposed to President 
Nixon’s actions, 

What does all this mean? 
Well, it could signify the 
start of a program to at- 
tain world peace, But 
whatever these statistics 
mean, one thing is for sure, 
it is time we realize what 
other nations have known-- 


and practiced for cen- 
turies, We have no nat- 
ional friends -- only 


national interests,

BUSINESS CONTRACTS 


AUBURN UNIVERSITY SCHOOL OF BUSINESS 


What is a business con- 
tract? Contracts are those 
agreements which the law 
will enforce. You have 
made a contract when you 
put a dime into a pay te- 
lephone or a candy ma- 
chine, When you buy gas- 
Oline for your car this is 
a contract transaction, The 
signing of a written agree- 
ment to buy a home or 
car is a contract. Con- 
tracts are made frequently 
and have become so much 
a part of our everyday life 
that we often fail to real- 
ize when they are made 
or, Once made, when they 
are performed. However, 
all agreements are not con- 
tracts and are not enfor- 
ceable by law, 

Several elements must 
be present in order tohave 
an enforceable contract, 
First there must be an ag- 
reement, In other words 
there must be an offer and 
an aceptance, This first 
element is sometimes spo- 
ken of as ‘‘a meeting of 
the minds,’’ The minds of 
the contracting parties 
must meet on the subject 
matter of the contract or 
no true agreement has been 
reached, Written contracts 
are much better than oral 
contracts because with a 
written contract proving 
that a meeting of the minds 
actually occurred is much 


easier, This also points 
up the need for specific 
details such as serial nu- 
mbers, color, exact size, 
etc, 

Second, the agreement 
must be between competant 
parties, All persons do 
not have the same legal 
capacity to make a con- 
tract, Persons whose legal 


capacity is or may be res-: 


tricted include minors, in- 
insane people, intoxicated 
persons, convicts, and al- 
iens, 

Third, the subject matter 
of the contract must be law- 
ful since the courts will 
not enforce illegal con- 
tracts, A" agreement to 
commit a crime would be 
a simple example of an il- 
legal contract, 

lso the party cannot be 
bound except as they intend 
to be bound, The legality 
of a contract may well be 
effected by a mistake, fr- 
aud, undue influence, or 
duress, In the case of 
mistakes, the agreementis 
void if both parties make 
the same mistake, Ordin~ 
arily a unilateral mistake 
does not effect the contract, 
This is especially true if 
the mistake is known to or 
should be recognized by the 
other party. When fraud 
exists the contract may be 
set aside by the injured 
party. Unethical conduct 


is not necessarily fraud, 
Undue influence can be gr-~ 
ounds for yoiding a con- 
tract, This may occur 
between an attorney and his 
client; a doctor and his 
patient; a parent and 
a child; or a guardian and 
a ward, Such relationships 
are called confidential re- 
jationships, Todominating 
persons may not obtain any 
benefit from a contract 
made with the dominated 
person, If such a contract 
is made then it can be 
voided by the dominated 
person unless the domin- 
no advantage was taken by 
him, 

In addition, the ag- 
reement must be based on 
consideration. This means 
that the promisor must re- 
cieve something that will 
benefit him or the promisee 
must suffer some kind of 
detriment, For example, 
if Mr, Smith agrees to give 
Mr. Jones one hundred dol- 
lars but Mr, Jones doesn’t 
agree to anything then Mr, 
Smith has received nocon- 
sideration for his promise 
and no contract exists,

Proper foot care and 
careful selection of foort- 
wear are importanttoev- 
eryone, butare especially 
important in the selection 
of shoes for young chi- 
Idren, 

Crowding a child’s foot 
into ill-fitting shoes can 
cause permanent foot in- 
jury, poor posture and ca- 
a child to have dif- 
iculty inwalking, Damage 
to young feet may not 
be noticed until the child 
is grown and his soft 
foot bones begintoharden 
in a mishapen position, 

The size of children’s 
feet usually change ra- 
pidly, So it’s impossible 
to predict how often a 
shoe size will change, 
Therefore its important 
to examine a child’s feet 
and shoes often, Shoes 
for children are often out- 
worn before they are worn 
out, 

Remember never to buy 
shoes by size alone, It 
is the fit of the shoe 
that’s important, not the 
shoe size, 

Have both feet meas- 
ured whenever you buy 
shoes, The left foot and 
right foot often differ, 
And its the larger foot 
which determines the 
correct shoe size, 
Requirements for fitting 
a child’s shoes include 
measurments for foot le-— 
ngth, width, length from 
heel to ball joint, height, 
instep and heel.

“Fight Inflation” Campaign 


The Alabama Puuury 
Association has launched 
a joint campaign to pro- 
mote increased consump- 
tion of eggs and chicken 
as a solution to the re- 
cord high prices of beef 
and pork, according to A, 
P, 1, A, President Morgan 
Edwards, 

Bumper stickers will 
be distributed as a part 
of this campaign encour- 
aging Consumers to 
“- Fight Inflation -- Eat 
Eggs’ and ‘“‘Fight Infla- 
tion Eat chicken,” 
The bumper stickers will 
be backed up by a ser- 
ies of billboards and by 
placemats which will be 
circulated throughout re- 
staurants in Alabama, 

The campaign, orig- 
inated by the P.A, I, A, 
in Cullman, is based on 
the fact that eggs and pou- 
Itry meat supply a higher 
nutritional content than 
beef or pork -- at in- 
comparable savings in 
price per pound. The 
average price of beef in 
1971, for example, was 
$1.04 per Ib., pork was 
70 cents per lb., while 
the average price per lb. 
of eggs was 31.1 cents 
and broilers were 41 
cents per lb, One dollar 
spent for chicken today 
buys as much protein as 
$4.70 for a club steak, 
$3.35 for bacon, and $2, 
85 for weiners.
